RESPONSE TO THE RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

The present Response is filed in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed March 14, 
2000 in connection with the above-identified patent application. 

The Examiner has restricted claims 1-34 into five groups. Group I contains claims 1-11 
drawn to methods of identifying molecular interaction sites in a target nucleic acid. Group II contains 
claims 12-20 drawn to methods of identifying molecular interaction sites in a target nucleic acid 
using nucleic acid sequence information from genetic databases. Group III contains claims 22-25 
drawn to databases. Group IV contains claims 26-29 drawn to oligonucleotides comprising a 
molecular interaction site. Group V contains claims 30-34 drawn to pharmaceutical compositions. 
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As a preliminary matter, Applicants direct the Examiner's attention to the parent application 
U.S. Serial No. 09/076,440 which , as filed, contained claims identical to all claims originally filed 
in the present application. Applicants point out the inconsistency between the Restriction 
Requirement imposed in the parent application, in which the claims were restricted into four groups, 
versus the present application, in which the claims have been restricted into five groups. In any 
event, Applicants elect herein group IV containing claims 26-29 directed to oligonucleotides 
comprising a molecular interaction site. 



Applicants submit that the present response is complete and complies with the requirements 
of35U.S.C.§121.
